Lothian Riverode Stock Farms are 
run under a partnership agreement 
between Mr. Alex. Watt of Novelty, 
Ohio and Mr. Louis M. Williams of 
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Chagrin Falls, Ohio. In August 1914, 
Mr. Williams by a purchase of one-half 
interest in the herd became associated 
in the partnership which is known 
under the above name. The two farms 
thus joined comprise about four hun- 
dred acres and the herd numbers 
about forty head, all exceptional in- 
dividuals. As we stated in the begin- 
ning, Mr. Watt and Mr. Williams take 
a slightly different view than the aver- 
age breeder. They say “Get the maxi- 
mum production of milk and fat every 
year, including the calves, and do not 
burn the life out of your cows by un- 
natural forcing for seven day records.”

What Great Sons Do A: Sire 


By HAROLD MCcALISTER 


A discussion of the effect upon the reputation of the chief sires of the breed of the production by them of great sons 


The data embodied in this article was 
secured by Mr. McAlister in a study of 
Holstein-Friesian records covering prac- 
tically the whole history of the breed in 
America and required four years to com- 
plete. 


HILE there seems to be a great 

deal of interest aroused in the 
discussion as to which is the greatest 
sire of producing daughters of the 
breed, the fact seems to be overlooked 
that it is the number of great sons that 
tend to strengthen a bull’s reputation 
upon the history of the breed rather 
than the number of high record daugh- 
There are several sires that 


ters. 





have a long list of great record daugh- 
ters, yet when these bulls pass away 
their names are forgotten, because 
they left no great transmitting off- 
spring to perpetuate their memory. A 
bull at best can have but one or two 
hundred producing daughters, the 
great majority of whom are owned 
generally in one herd, or in two or 
three herds at most. If his daughters 
are large producers, then that one or 
two herds are benefited . throughout 
his life time, but such influence is 
only temporary, and of no benefit to 
the rest of the breeders, If that sire 





is not prepotent through his sons as 
well as through his daughters. 

It is, of course, to be acknowledged 
that high prices for sons of any bull 
that has only large record daughters. 
but. that is only done with the under- 
standing that “like produces like,” 
and that if the sisters of a bull are 
great producers, the bull must neces- 
sarily beget great producing daugh- 
ters himself. It is interesting, there- 
fore, to see if all the bulls with great 
record daughters have also produced 
prepotent sons. The list of the great- 
est sires of the breed through their 











daughters are as follows, arranged ac- 
cording to their number. of 30-Ib.

The eight greatest sires of the 
preed, if judged by the number of 
their 30-lb. daughters, have 748 A. R. 
O. daughters and seventy-three 30-lb. 
daughters or an average of 93 A. R. O. 
daughters and nine 30-lb. daughters 
each. They also have 3170 A. R. O. 
granddaughters and eighty-four 30-lb. 
granddaughters or an average of 396 
A. R. O. granddaughters, and ten 30- 
lb, granddaughters each. We find, 
however, that three of these sires, 
Pontiac Korndyke, Hengerveld De 
Kol and King Segis have between 
them 2281 A. R. O. daughters or over 
twice as many as the other five, and 
they have seventy 30-lb. granddaugh- 
ters to the other five sires’ twelve, or 
almost six times as many apiece. 
There are thus only three sires that 
rank among the eight greatest produc- 
ing sires of the breed, through their 
daughters, that have also distinguish- 
ed themselves as the great sires of 
great producers.

If we would study statistics thus 
by themselves, we would come to the 
conclusion that less than 38 per cent 
of the great sires of the breed, through 
their daughters, have also proven 
themselves prepotent through their 
sons. Statistics alone, however, are 
likely to prove misleading for four 
of ‘the sires, King of the Pontiacs, Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld, Tidy Abbekerk 
Prince, and Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke, 
are all under eleven years of age, and 
therefore, not old enough to have a 
long list of 30-lb. granddaughters. 

The remaining sire, De Kol: Burke, 
while he has seven 30-lb. granddaugh-

ters, six of this number have been 
produced through his daughters. Hav- 
ing taken age into consideration, thus 
we find an altogether different inter- 
pretation in the figures, and come to 
the conclusion that when a sire is old 
enough, he will generally, though not 
always, fhave large producing sons 
when his daughters have made good 
records, providing his sons are given 
an opportunity, and are not sold into 
grade herds, or pure bred herds where 
no testing is done. 

There also arises the question as 
to whether or not all sires who have 
great sons, have also proved prepo- 
tent through their daughters. We find 
that the sires of great transmitting 
sons are relatively very much fewer 
than the sires of great producing 
daughters. This is due to the fact 
that it is not possible to ascertain 
until a sire is twelve or fifteen years 
old, what his sons are going to do, and 
while many bulls have a good opportu- 
nity through their daughters, very 
few have sons whose daughters are 
also given the proper opportunity. 
There is, in fact, little chance today 
for a bull to. prove his prepotency 
through his sons, unless he is bred 
to a large number of high record cows, 
for the breeder of the present time de- 
mands that his herd sire be weil bred 
on his dam’s side, as well as on his 
sire’s side. 

There are only six bulls in the world 
that have produced over ten 30-Ib

In respect to 30-lb. granddaughters, 
Pontiac Korndyke thus. stands far 
ahead of any other sire, having thirty 
in the list, or six more than any other 
bull. De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d is 
next with 24, while Hengerveld and 
De Kol 2d Butter Boy, tie each other 
for third place with twenty-three 30- 
lb. daughters each. King Segis comes 
fifth with seventeen 30-lb. granddaugh- 
ters, and Sarcastic Lad sixth, with 
eleven. 

De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d leads all 
other sires in number of A. R. O. 
granddaughters, having 902 that have 
made records, distributed among 92 
proven sons, and 77 proven daughters. 

King of the Pontiacs has- eighty 
sons with A. R. O. daughters, and 
over 100 besides that are all in good 
herds, and whose daughters will be 
tested and thus make it possible to 
spread the blood of this bull through- 
out almost every herd in the United 
States in a very few generations. One 
needs merely to look at what old De 
Kol 2d did in placing the name of De 
Kol in practically every herd in Amer- 
ica to realize the great influence of a 
single individual. Hengerveld is second 
in the number of A. R. O. granddaugh- 
ters, having 851 in the list. Of this 
number, 162 were produced through 
his daughters; more in this manner 
than any other sire in this table. He 
has 62 A. R. O. sons, being exceeded 
only by De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d,

Pontiac Korndyke stands third highest 
in number of A. R. O. granddaughters, 
having 746 with records, 663 of these 
being produced through his 51 proven 
sons, or an average of 13 daughters 
to each son. 

King Segis is fourth with 684 A. R. 
O. granddaughters, and De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d fifth with 522 in the 
list. This last sire has 21 proven 
sons that have produced 489 A. R. O. 
granddaughters, or an average of over 
33 each, which is a larger number of 
A. R. O. daughters per son than any 
other sire can show. 

Sarcastic Lad is last again with 442 
A. R. O. granddaughters.

No other sire can equal this list of 
great producing granddaughters. Pon- 
tiac Korndyke has six to make over 
35 lbs. butter, while with one excep- 
tion, no other sire has over two 36-lb. 
granddaughters. He is also the only 
sire to have two sons with ten 30-Ib. 
daughters or more. One of his sons, 
Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke, has eleven 
30-lb. daughters, and another, King of 
the Pontiacs, has ten 30-lb. daughters, 
and his other nine 30-lb. granddaugh- 
ters are divided amongst five sons 
and two daughters. One of his grand- 
daughters, K. P. Pontiac Lass, holds 
all the world’s official butter records 
from one to one hundred days, while 
three other daughters have records of 
over 37 lbs. of butter. As Pontiac 
Korndyke has three 37-lb. daughters 
himself, he and his sons and daughters 
have produced seven of the sixteen

made 30 lbs. He has 312 granddaugh- 
ters with records of over 20 lbs. of but- 
ter and 83 granddaughters with rec- 
ords of over 25 lbs. of. butter, but of 
which number are not excelled by any 
other sire. He was noted for a long 
time as being the greatest transmit- 
ting sire of the breed through both his 
sons and daughters, and although that 
title has now been usurped by Pontiac 
Korndyke in the last year, still De Kol 
2d’s Butter Boy 3d is a close second 
in the race. His number of A. R. O. 
daughters and proven sons totaled up 
to 208 in number; more than any other 
sire with the exception of King of the 
Pontiacs. 

The choice for third place amonz 
the great sires of transmitting sons 
probably falls to De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d, who for a long time held all 
honors for great producing grand- 
daughters. Five years ago he had 
twelve 30-lb. granddaughters, while his 
nearest rival, De Kol 2d Butter Boy 3d 
had only six, Hengerveld De Kol four 
and Pontiac Korndyke only three. 
Thus since that time Pontiac Korn- 
dyke has gained twenty-seven 30-lb. 
granddaughters, Hengerveld De Kol 
nineteen, De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d 
eighteen, King Segis seventeen, and 
De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d eleven.

De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, for the 
short time that he lived and for the 
limited opportunity that he enjoyed, 
had probably a greater influence upon 
the history of the breed than any other 
bull. His true worth was only estab- 
lished many years after his death, 
and it is to be regretted that his 
career was cut so short. He has often 
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been titled “the greatest sire of trans- 
mitting sons that ever lived,” but it 
seems. that like De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d, he will have to yield his hon- 
ors to Pontiac Korndyke, His great- 
est son, Hengerveld De Kol, has nine 
30-lb. daughters, De Kol Burke has 
seven 30lb. daughters, Pietertje 
Hengerveld Count De Kol four, and 
Pontiac Butter Boy. has three. No 
other sire in the world has four sons 
each with three 30-lb. daughters. 
Through his sons his blood is probably 
more widely distributed than any 
other sire of the breed. 

Hengerveld De Kol comes into the 
limelight, lately as a grandsire of 
great producers, a large percentage of 
the great producing cows at the pres- 
ent time having a strong proportion 
of the blood of this prepotent sire. 
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greatest record granddaughters, as 
well as a large proportion of his other 
large record ancestors, have been pro- 
duced through the female descent 
rather than through his sons. Hen- 
gerveld De Kol is thus a very prepo- 
tent bull through his daughters, yet 
it cannot be said that he is equally 
as great through his sons. 

King Segis, while only fifth in the 
list in respect to 30-lb. granddaugh- 
ters, yet if age was taken into consid- 
eration, he would probably stand first 
among them all, not even excepting 
Pontiac Korndyke.. King Segis was 
only twelve years old this last Novem- 
ber, yet he has today seventeen 30-lb. 
granddaughters, or far more than any 
other twelve-year-old bull has ever 
had.’ He is the grandsire of the 
world’s record junior 4-yr-old, Mabel

Among the sons of King Segis that

some of the other sires have, having 
less than half as many as Henger- 
veld De Kol, and a little over one-third 
as many as Pauline Korndyke, yet he 
has at least produced two sons that 
stand among the greatest sires that 
the world has ever known. Johanna 
Rue 3d’s Lad, who is the sire of four 
30-Ib. daughters, including Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue, who made 1470 
Ibs. of butter in a year and 36 lbs. in 
seven days, eight months after calving, 
and Colantha Johanna Lad, who has 
four 30-lb. daughters, and is the great- 
est living sire of great milk producers 
of the breed. 

In attempting to decide which is the 
greatest producing sire of the breed 
through his sons, we find that first 
place belongs rightfully to Pontiac 
Korndyke, although De Kol 2d’s But- 
ter Boy and De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 
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3d both have some very strong claims 
as to being the most prepotent- bull 
of the breed through the male descent. 
As Hengerveld De Kol has. not yet 
really produced a son that stands 
with the greatest sires of the breed, 
he must be eliminated from this dis. 
cussion, despite the long list of 39. 
lb. granddaughters. 

King Segis on the other hand, while 
with a much smaller list of great rec. 
ord granddaughters has at least a half 
dozen sons that will soon rank with 
the great sires of the breed. us 
while at the present time the title of 
“the greatest transmitting sire of the 
breed through his sons” rests with 
Pontiac Korndyke, yet if we glance 
ahead into the future, we venture to 
prophesy that he will probably have 
to give up his undisputed honors even- 
tually to King Segis. 


A Preliminary Report of the Effect of the Sanitary Milk 
Code Upon the Milk Supply of the State

ANITARY regulations for the pro- 

tection of milk have two objects 

in view—safety and cleanliness. The 

Public Health Council adopted a ser- 

ies lof regulations over a year ago for 

the, _putpose of obtaining safety and 
cleanliness. 

Safety can be obtained by the very 
simple process of pasteurization, and 
cleanliness only by some system of 
scoring and grading and inspection by 
health or agricultural authorities. 

The method of grading and scoring, 
which I endeavored to describe to you 
at the meeting held here a year ago, 
was met at the outset with consider- 
able criticism, and in general this 
criticism was destructive and made 
without careful study of the Code 
and what it attempted to accomplish. 
The grading system, although in some 
respects unsatisfactory, is the best 
system that we know of as yet to 
inform the consumer of what kind of 
milk he is receiving and to give the 
honest and intelligent producer an 
opportunity to charge more for a bet- 
ter quality of product. Many produc- 
ers complain of the necessary im- 
provements in their barns and milk 
houses, and complain of the necessity 
of purchasing better equipment, and 
also complain of the inadequate price 
they receive for their product. They 
complain and complain, but they still 
produce. 

As a result of the gradual exten- 
sion of the Code a small number of the 
producers have been. forced out of 


business, and chiefly for the reason 
that it was not business but a side 
issue and they could not compete with 
the larger producer who made it a 
business. 

For the first time in the history of 
the State an attempt has been made 
to ascertain the quality of milk that 
is sold in its various cities and vil- 
lages, other than New York City, and 
although the Code only took effect on 
November 16, 1914, it has been pos- 
sible for us to receive reports from 30 
cities and 234 villages, which show 
the amount and quality of the milk 
produced in the various localities. 

These reports show that milk was 
furnished to these cities and villages 
by 10,933 dairy farms, 9,947 of which 
had been scored. As no record has 
ever beei: kept previously, except in 
some of the cities, which reports are 
not accessible, it is not possible to 
sfate how many of these were scored 
for the first time. It seems likely, 
however, that the majority of these 
dairies have never been inspected or 
examined before. This number of 
dairies and inspections does not in- 
clude a large number of dairies which 
supply large dealers in the Eastern 
part of the State that are scored by 
New York city, and in order to pre- 
vent duplication the inspection and 
scoring made by New York City is 
accepted by the health officer of the 
municipality in which the milk is 
sold. 

The average score of these 10,000 





dairies upon the first inspection was 
63, which is a sufficient scoring to 
sell Grade B milk, and on the re-score 
the average was 69. 

606,000 quarts of milk are being 
sold in accordance with the following 
grades: 

Grade A Raw—35,906 or 6 per cent. 

Grade A Past.—35,225 or 6 per cent. 

Grade B Raw—199,571 or 33 per 
cent. 

Grade B Past.—43,780 or 7 per cent. 

Grade C Raw—80,454 or 13 per cent. 
leaving approximately 200,000 quarts 
not definitely graded. 125,000 quarts 
of loose or dipped milk are sold in the 
cities and villages, and 300,000 quarts 
known to be bottled. 8000 quarts of 
milk are produced within the limits 
of cities, and 28,000 within the limits 
of villages. When all the reports are 
in it will be possible to make consider- 
able changes in these figures and a 
number of reports are being received 
daily, but which cannot be incorpor- 
ated in the report until the end of the 
year. Although it is not possible to 
say at the present time that all the 
dairies supplying milk in the State 
of New York have been inspected, yet 
it is possible to say that an earnest 
effort is being made by health officials 
generally throughout the State to im- 
prove the character of their local 
milk supply. An isolated instance of 
what can be done with the proper 
kind of inspection was illustrated in 
Rockland county. At the beginning 
of the scoring 90 dairies averaged 49% 
















points, and at the expiration of 6 
months a re-score showed that they 
averaged 6234 points. 

Many localities are handicapped be- 
cause neither the local administrative 
authorities nor the people generally 
appreciate the importance of .clean 
and safe milk. Whenever it has been 
possible to point out the importance 
of this to the authorities they have 
practically always co-operated and ap- 
propriated sufficient funds to employ 
inspectors. There still remain a cer- 
tain number of localities where the 
milk is not properly graded and where 
the consumer is purchasing nothing 
more than market milk. This is un- 
fair to the consumer? . unfair to the 
producer. In those --calities where 
the grading has been properly carried 
out and where Grade A is a first-class 
product it has been possible for the 
dealer to receive 8, 9 and 10 cents a 
quart for Grade A raw, and in some 
localities near New York as high as 
15 cents; for Grade B 7 and 8 cents 
for the raw product, and 8 and 9 
cents for the pasteurized; Grade C 
sells generally for 6 and 7 cents. 

Certified milk is sold in a number 
of cities, but in such limited amounts 
as not to have any particular bearing 
on the general conditions. 

In the meantime a large amount of 
educational work remains to be done, 
but the progress made so far has been 
very satisfactory and the results ob- 
tained with comparatively little fric- 
tion. Further efforts will be made to 
have meetings with milk dealers and 
consumers and health officers and to 
stimulate the production of clean and 
safe milk. 

Criticisms and Suggestions. 

In a large number of localities there 
are many individuals who own from 
one to five cows which they keep chief- 
ly for their own convenience, and 
produce milk for their own consump- 
tion. It frequently happens, however, 
that these individuals have an excess 
of milk, especially when a cow fresh- 
ens, and are willing to sell to their 
neighbors. They do not operate a milk 
route and do not deliver milk and in 
the terms of the Code are not con- 
strued by this Department as “deal- 
ers.” The general consensus of opin- 
ion of health officers is that these in- 
dividual dairies should be under su- 
pervision, for the reason that in small 
communities they compete with the 
regular dealer who is compelled to 
live up to certain regulations which 
diminish his profit. This seems like 
a just criticism. Criticism has been 
made of the small amount of difference 
in the bacteriological count of Grade 
A and Grade B milk before pasteuriza- 
tion. This criticism was strongly made 


by those interested in the larger cities, 
and the amount of bacteria allowed 
for Grade B milk before pasteuriza- 
tion was increased from 300,000 to 1,- 
500,000, the Council not believing that 
bacteria alone were necessarily harm- 
ful or necessarily a definite index of 
the amount of dirt in milk. Criticism is 
also made of the method of inspection. 
Those of you who have long been in 
the business know that when the first 
attempts were made’ by the authori- 
ties of the City of New York to inspect 
dairies throughout the State that 
many of the recommendations and 
many of the details forced upon the 
producer by these officials caused an 
unnecessary hardship. This was due 
to two facts: first, that the inspectors 
generally did not understand their 
business, and second, that the sani- 
tary production of milk was in its 
infancy and stress was laid upon cer- 
tain points which were unnecessary. 
This criticism is still true today in 
certain districts. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that the bulk of the 
work of inspection of dairies is per- 
formed under the direction of the 
health boards of the different cities, 
who for the main part employ veterin- 
aty surgeons, practical dairymen, or 
inspectors who appreciate the needs 
of the producer. On the other hand, 
for the village and the smaller city 
the work of inspection has to be done 
by the health officer who is not a 
practical dairyman and who can not 
always make specific, definite practi- 
cal recommendations. 

Criticism is made of the Code by 
health officials and physicians inter- 
ested in protecting the lives and 
health of the persons in their care. 
They urge that Grade C be abolished, 
and many of them urge that pasteuri- 
zation’ be made immediately compul- 
sory. It will not be feasible to abolish 
Grade C milk until a large number 
of people are convinced that the or- 
dinary market milk—Grade C—con- 
tains manure, hair, dirt, blood, pus, 
any or all of which can be readily dem- 
onstrated by means of a clarifier and 
a microscope. When this is generally 
understood the consumer will de- 
mand that he be given a decent and 
clean product. 

An endeavor to stimulate pasteuri- 
zation was made by the Department 
of Health by allowing an extra score 
of five points for milk that was to be 
pasteurized. This five points is al- 
lowed on the scorecard, and criticism 
is made of this by those producers 
whose milk is sold to dealers who do 
not pasteurize and they consequently 
cannot get as high a score as those 
producers who sell to the dealers 
who do pasteurize. Although this is 
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an apparent injustice, yet it has stim- 
ulated pasteurization, and in the City 
of Buffalo during the past year the 
amount of pasteurized milk sold has 
increased from 15 to 60 per cent of 
the total amount of milk sold in that 
city. 

The continued outbreaks of com- 
municable diseases which have been 
undoubtedly milk-borne in character. 
have made it seem more and more 
necessary that pasteurization should 
be rapidly extended. During the past 
year there was an outbreak of scar- 
let fever in Poughkeepsie; diphtheria 
in Rockland county; Septic sore 
throat at West Winfield; typhoid fe- 
ver at Roxbury and Middletown, 
amounting in all to five or six hun- 
dred cases of disease, and over 50 
deaths. In each one of these epidemics 
there was found on the dairy farm a 
milker affected with one of these di- 
seases, and the cases of disease oc- 
curred on the milk route where this 
milk was delivered and did not oc- 
cur in families who secured milk 
from another source, except in such 
other cases as weye exposed directly 
to patients with the disease. 

Pasteurization, however, does not 
seem to be feasible at present, and 
chiefly for the reason that there is 
no cheap and efficient pasteurizer for 
small quantities of milk. Over 90 per 
cent of the milk supply delivered in 
the City of New York is pasteurized, 
and the City of New Rochelle forbids 
the sale of any milk other than pas- 
teurized. Mt. Vernon also prohibits 
the sale of any milk other than pas- 
teurized. 

Health authorities and physicians 
also urge that no loose or dipped milk 
should be sold. This also does not 
seem immediately feasible in the 
smaller villages, although in most of 
the cities local ordinances require 
thai milk shall be sold only in bottles. 

The method of scoring also receives 
criticism. The scorecard is an arbi- 
trary method of determining the quali- 
ty of the milk and takes into count 
the health and cleanliness of cows 
and cleanliness of dairy and milkers; 
and cleanliness and method of milk- 
ing and distribution. It must be ob- - 
vious to anyone who has made a study 
of scoring that it is not by any 
means an ideal method of determining 
the quality of the milk. During tae 
past two years extensive investiga- 
tions have been made by the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Stations of Wiscon- 
sin, Illinois and New York in an en- 
deavor to ascertain which particular 
features in the process of milking are 
most important. In so far as it would 
seem that the health of the cow, clean- 
liness of the belly and udder of the 
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cow, use of the small top milk pail, 
clean hands of the milker, the im- 
mediate cooling of the milk are far 
more important than the many other 
incidentals of equipment. It is hoped 
that before another year passes it will 
be possible to generally modify the 
system of scoring, so that larger 
counts will be allowed for the differ- 
ent steps which are most important 
in the sanitary production of milk and 
give the least value to those steps 
which are of but little censequence.

This sale was 
largely attended, being held in con- 
nection with the New York State 
Dairymen’s and Breeders’ Convention 
during the week at that city. 

As was stated in last week’s issue, 
the sale was topped by an offering 
from the herd of Mr. W. D. Robens of 
Poland, N. Y. He consigned a son of 
Sir Veeman Hengerveld from K. K. 
S. V. Kate Pontiac, a 26-lb. two-yr-old 
daughter of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, a half interest in which animal 
is owned by Mr. Robens and the other 
half interest being held. by Mr. Quen- 
tin McAdam of Utica. The buyer was 
C. L. Amos of Syracuse. Individually, 
the youngster is very fine, having the 
required conformation to serve as the 
head of a good dairy herd and with a 
breeding back of him that indicates 
the ability to transmit the qualities 
inherited. 

The highest selling female was 
Princess Robsart Ormsby, consigned 
also by Mr. Robens, for which D. B. 
Yorke of Troy paid $775. Princess 
Robsart Ormsby has a record of 29.49 
as a three-year-old and just freshened 
as a four-year-old. She was a grand- 
daughter of Sadie Vale Concordia and 
her sire is a full brother to the 41-lb. 
cow, Sadie Vale Concordia 4th. Indi- 
vidually, she is excellent, having all 
the characteristics of a high producer. 
This cow had her two days’ old calf 
by her side, sired by King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale. C. W. Hurd of Elma, N. 
Y., purchased the young fellow for 
$375. Other offerings include K. S. P. 
Alida, consigned by Martin Huey of 
Watkins, for which D. B. Yorke paid 
$425, Fairview Korndyke Lena con- 
signed also by Mr. Huey for which 
Mr. Cabana paid $455, she being a 
daughter of his famous $25,000 bull. 
James Male of Solvay, N. Y., pur- 
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chased Pleasant Hill Lois, from Jabez 
Smith & Son of Newark Valley, N. Y., 
for $305 and the same consignor sold 
Roxie Pauline De Kol Posch 2d to R. 
B. Seberry of Black Creek for $425.

HE above summarizes in brief the 

record of Pine Grove ‘arms dur- 
ing the past year, and places in cold ex- 
pressionless type an achievement that 
has not been equaled by another farm 
in a great number of years, if at all. 
The crowning achievement of this 
marvelous record as announced last 
week in the columns of the World 
was the breaking of the World’s rec- 
ord for butter production of the seven- 
day period, all classes. Today we have 
the pleasure of adding still another 
paragraph to that announcement by 
stating that Ormsby Jane Segis Aag- 
gie holds not only the World’s record 
for the seven-day period in butter pro- 
duction, but for the thirty-day period 
as well. Her figures for this period 
are 180 lbs. of butter, coupled with a 
milk production of 3052 lbs. This bet- 
ters the former World’s record for 
thirty days by approximately six 
pounds. 

This record, together with that of 
Lady Pontiac Johanna, a senior three- 
year-old, who produced . 41.81 lbs: of 
butter in seven days, constitute the 
two outstanding features of Pine 
Grove’s most wonderful year. There 
are, however, two other World’s rec- 
ords to the credit of this establishment 
in 1915.-.The first was made in July, 
when the heifer, Albina Josie estab- 
lished a new record for a first lacta- 
tion period of 33.034 of butter, 523 
Ibs. of milk in seven days. Albina Jo- 
sie is the largest of the quartette of 
world’s record breakers at Pine Grove 
Farms. She is perfectly formed, be- 
ing an animal of superb individuality, 
and with excellent breeding. Her sire 
is Albina Butter Boy, making her 
therefore, a grandam of De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d. Her dam is K. P. Jo- 
sie, a 25.68-lb. daughter of King of the 
Pontiacs out of Josie Von Harlingen 
De Kol, with a 23-Ib. record. Albina

“On December 29th, 1915, Milanhurst 


closed her year’s official test with a 
production of 1235 lbs. of butter and 


26,600 lbs.-of milk, both World’s rec- 
ords for yearly production by a junior 
four-year-old. This magnificent animal 


is in the. eyes of many, one of the 
very best animals at Pine Grove Farm. 
Her conformation approximates the 
ideal, as nearly as can be attained. 
She has the size and mammary de- 
velopment and shows no ill effects 
from her year’s test. After a short 
rest, Milanhurst will be started again 
after other records, and will doubtless 
be heard from in the full aged class. 

The third record breaker in. the 
Pine Grove herd is the three-year-old 
Lady Pontiac Johanna, whose wonder- 
ful feat in producing 41.81 of butter 
and 658 lbs. of milk in seven days, 
established a new record in her class. 
This record was given extended no- 
tice at the time of its announcement 
by Supt. Gardner. We present else- 
where in this issue, a photograph of 
the bull calf dropped by Lady Pontiac 
Johanna and whose sire is Mr. Caba- 
na’s famous Rag Apple Korndyke 8th. 
The young fellow shows already the 
superiority of his station, being a 
straight backed well marked individ- 
ual of good size. 

The last record announced at Pine 
Grove Farm ,is the one which is of 
greatest interest perhaps—that of 
Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie.

Pine Grove Farm. The time is not 
far distant when the 50-lb. cow, long 
dreamed of by Holstein breeders, will 
become a reality. The 40-lb. cows now 
number seven and they range from 
44.42 to 40.07, the average being 41.96. 

Individually the new Champion is 
very close to the ideal in type. She 
has a fine wedge shaped body, with 
a perfectly straight back line, being 
extraordinarily deep in girth. Her 
udder is remarkable—not too large, 
perfect in shape with squarely placed 
teats, well veined and she is a very 
easy milker. One very noticeable 
thing about her, are her color mark- 
ings. There are but four small black 
spots on the animal, one on the neck, 
one on the tail and one on each ear. 
A large number of visitors to Pine 
Grove Farm have inspected this cow, 
and all pronounce her to have all the 
earmarks of a world’s record animal 
of ideal type. 

Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie’s breed- 
ing, while not remarkable, traces to 
some splendid animals. Her sire is 
Ormsby Jane Paul, a double grandson 
of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Paul De

tje Hengerveld and DeKol 2d’s Paul De 
Kol. Her dam is a 20-lb. granddaugh-

age. Thus Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie 
is a great granddaughter, through her 
dam, of the celebrated old time pro-

Pine Grove Farms obtained the new 
champion by purchase from the late 
Harry D. Wheeler of West Winfield,

shown at this time when upon being 
continued for thirty days, she estab- 
lished a record of 94.43 lbs. of butter 
and 2365.8 lbs. of milk in thirty days. 

She freshened last on November 13, 
1915 less than twelve months from 
her previous freshening, producing a 
heifer calf by Rag Apple Korndyke 
8th. Despite the fact that she had 
produced two calves in side of a year, 
Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie started 
her last test in ideal condition.

4.92. Of the 25 leading butter cows 
in the seven-day division, her average 
percentage of fat is tenth in the list. 
In milk production she stands third 
in the list and is surpassed only by 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th Pietje 
and Belle Mercedes Lady. Neither of 
these, however, are in the 40-Ib. class. 

Her 30-day record, which has just 
been anounced, is approximately 180 
Ibs. with a production of 3052 Ibs. of 
milk. This betters the record held 
by K. P. Pontiac Lass by approxi- 
mately six pounds of butter and 736 
Ibs. of milk. The new champion is a 
good feeder and consumes liberal 





quantities with apparent relish. She 
is in prime vigorous healthy condi- 
tion, and made the great record she 
has established with comparative ease. 
It is the plan at Pine Grove Farms 
to continue Ormsby Jane Segis Aag- 
gie in test, setting her after the 60, 
90, 100 and 120-day records, and if 
nothing untoward develops, continu- 
ing her officially for a full year. 

But breaking World’s records is 
not the only thing in which Pine 
Grove Farms has excelled during the 
past year. They have also added three 
30-Ib. cows to their list, making fifteen 
in all now at this establishment.

Segis Fayne Jo- 
hanna is a daughter of King Fayne 
Segis and therefore, granddaughter of 
King Segis, out of the 26-Ib. cow, 
Vikana Johanna, a daughter of Joh- 
anna Rue’s 3d Lad, Fairmont Aaggie 
Topsy was sired by Pledge Spofford 
Calamity Paul out of Aaggie Topsy 
De Kol 3d a 18.76 two-year-old, daugh- 
ter of Hengerveld De Kol and Aaggie 
Topsy De Kol a 29.57 cow. Luzette 
Pietertje Netherland 5th is a grand- 
daughter of Johanna Rue’s 3d Lad.

two supervisors for the past two 
months. Sixty cows have been tested 
and records have been made on each 
one, The test barn has provision for 
12 cows and is constantly being used 
to its fullest capacity. While the pres- 
ent worlds records were being estab- 
lished, the verification tests were un- 
der the direct supervision of those 
in charge of these tests for New York 
State. The retest on Lady Pontiac Jo- 
hanna was made by C. A. Bell of Cor- 
nell University, who was in charge 
of the test upon Ormsby Jane Segis 
Aaggie. The first observation and 
verification test was made by Prof. 
C. H. Royce of Cornell and later an- 
other 24 hour test was made person- 
ally by Prof. H. H. Wing, under whose 
supervision all official and semi-offi- 
cial tests for New York State are 
made. These tests were so closely 
watched and so carefully checked, 
that there is not the slightest doubt 
of their complete authenticity. 
Perhaps the outstanding feature of 
a visit to Pine Grove Farms is the 
attention which jis given to every de- 
tail of the work there.

of Mr. F. C. Niemann, business mana- 
ger for Mr. Cabana, this is a very es- 
sential feature in the producing of 
records. Mr. Niemann believes thor- 
oughly in organization, and the organ- 
ization at Pine Grove Farms is a 
thoroughly competent one. Each man 
has his own portion of work to per- 
form and is made responsible for that 
work. 

Mr. Niemann believes also in plenty 
of fresh air. The test barn is well 
ventilated and even on a cold day, 
a stingy air is permitted in this de- 
partment. The cows are blanketed 
just enough to keep them comfort- 
able. They are exercised by being led 
out each day and are well groomed 
at ail times, being given plenty of at- 
tention. With all this attention, how- 
ever, Mr. Niemann finds it essential 
to give the animals on test plenty of 
rest and quiet. The work is so ar- 
ranged that a large part of the day 
and the entire night, the stables are 
kept quiet. This gives the animals a 
full opportunity to rest and dispose 
of the heavy feeds which are required 
in making these enormous records. 
Mr. Niemann says that the cows are 
given all the grain they will clean 
up, plenty of water, and _ liberal 
amounts of roughage. 

Two rations are fed at Pine Grove 
Farms; the first is as follows: 200 
lbs. bran, 200 lbs. ground oats, 200 lbs. 
oil meal, 200 lbs. hominy, 100 Ibs. cot- 
ton-seed meal, 10 lbs. salt, 10 lbs. pow- 
dered charcoal. Another ration used 
is made up of 200 Ibs. distillers grains, 
200 Ibs. bran, 125 lbs. ground oats, 
125 Ibs. gluten, 100 lbs. cotton-seed 
meal, 80 lbs. oil meal, about 9% Ibs. 
salt and 10 Ibs. powdered charcoal. 
Both rations are used at different 
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Butter 7 days, 35.296; milk, 572.7. 
times, although the first one given 
is the one most popular at Pine Grove 
Farms, and the one upon which both 
the world’s records were made.Orms- 
by Jane Segis Aaggie began the test 
by eating 16 lbs. per day of the first 
ration. Her feedings were gradually 
increased until she consumed 28 lbs. 
per day of this ration. 

The roughage fed to test cows con- 
sists of from 45 to 65. lbs. of beets, 
30 to 35 lbs. ensilage and 9 to 12 Ibs 
of alfalfa hay, The man who at pres- 
ent is handling the cows aj Pine Grove 
Farms is Mr. Chas. Cole, formerly 
with E. H. Dollar. Mr. Cole was edu- 
cated at St. Lawrence university, tak- 
ing the agricultural course there. He 
has had wide experience in handling 
test cows and is doing remarkably 
good work for Mr. Cabana. 
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It is doubtless of interest to know 
something of the methods employed 
at the Pine Grove Farms in handling 
other stock than test cows. The well 
developed appearance of the young 
animals at the farm indicates that 
the organization is skilled in develop- 
ment here also.. The calves are fed 
sweet milk for about three weeks, 
gradually being switched over to skim 
milk by changing the percentages of 
whole milk and skimmed milk 
their ration. As soon as they are on 
skimmed milk and are doing well, 
they are offered a grain ration made 
up as follows: 200 lbs. of bran, 200 
Ibs. of ground oats, 100 lbs. of hominy, 
100 Ibs. of oil meal, 5 Ibs. of salt, alf- 
alfa hay and ensilage in small quanti- 
ties is placed before them as soon as 
they will eat these. 

In fitting cows for test Pine Grove 
Farms uses the following: 200 Ibs. of 
bran, 100 Ibs. ground oats, 200 Ibs. oil 
meal, 100 lbs. hominy, 5 lbs. salt. An- 
other ration used for this purpose 
consists of equal portions of bran and 
hominy and one-half quantities of oil 
meal and ground oats. 

The Pine Grove Stock Farms is not 
a rich :aan’s hobby. It is a thorough 
business organization, and has reached 
the point where it can stand on its 
own, feet financially. Although a large 
amoun.. of capital is invested in the 
establishment, the revenues from the 
sale of certified milk and the sales 
of pure breds are sufficient to pay 
the running expenses of the farm and 
return a profit on the investment to 
the owner. Owing, however, to the 
broad gauge upon which the estab- 
lishment is planned and run it has 
been necessary to establish and prac- 
tice thorough business principles.

CANADIAN NOTES.

G. A. Brethen is to be congratulated 
by Candian breeders, upon the splen- 
did record that his cow, Bouward 
Count De Kol Lady Pauline has made 
in semi-official yearly test. She made 
a strong bid for the world’s champion- 
ship, and taking into consideration the 
difference in climate between Eastern 
Ontaric, Minnesota and California, the 
record made by this Canadian’ cow 
is to be very favorably considered. 
Her mark for the year is as follows: 
Milk, 29017, butter, 1113.25. In making 
the record she averaged 90 Ibs. of 
milk per day for eight months and 
at that time was exceeding the world’s 
championship figures. Her owners en- 
tered this cow in the Toronto and Ot- 
tawa Live Stock Shows, where she se- 
cured second and first respectively 
against very strong competition. While 
this fact perhaps affected her record 
somewhat, her owner deserves credit 
for his pluck in exhibiting her under 
the conditions. 





James G. Currie & Sons of Inger- 
soll, Ont., report the first 30-lb. cow 
that they have developed—Midnight 
Comet De Kol. She has just com- 
pleted her official test, making a rec- 
ord of 579.9 lbs. of milk, containing 
34.98 lbs. of butter in seven days.
